•would be taken up for considera- 
tion in the house at the earliest 
possible time. 
If It is reported 
Tuesday afternoon, debate might 
start Wednesday.

closed doors, issued a statement 
outlining the plan agreed upon, 
•which would apply only to 1933

He expressed the hope that the 


federal RFC act will be changed 
in a way that will "make it eas- 
ier for us to benefit from this 
federal source 
jn meeting 
tho 


needs of our unemployed." 
Un- 


der present law, New York would 
be required virtually to state that 
it was at the end of its financial 
resources 
before 
RFC 
money 


would be available to it. Govern- 
or Lahman pointed out that the 
state's credit is sound but that 
tho unemployment relief problem 
"has now reached the point where 
aid from the federal government 
is needed in our war against des- 
titution and want." 


''The federal relief bill," Gov- 


ernor Lehman said, "so defines 
the conditions under which fed- 
eral credit may he made available 
to the states for unemployment 
relief that up to the present 
it 
has been difficult for New York 
state to apply for aid. 


"The 
time has come, however, 


when it is . absolutely 
essential 
that such application to the fed- 
eral government be made by our 
state. 


"I hope tho terms of the (RFC) 


act will be modified and n> broad- 
er interpretation of the bill given 
so as to make it easier for us to 
benefit from

repression of libertarian and dem- 
ocratic forms, the proscription and 
loss of many useful elements in
